Villons of the Department of Justice, who has worked 
with the Ccrmlcsion for the past several r.onth3. Based on. these reports, 

I c*n confident that every effort is being made by the President's 
Co riles iou to fulfill the objectives of Executive Order l»o. Ill 30 by 
conducting a thorough investigation Into all the facts relating to the 
ucrnsuinrvklGn* 

In response to your specific inquiry, I would Hite to ntnto 
definitely that I know of ao credible evidence to support tha allegations 
th'it the assassination of President Kennedy was caused by a domestic or 
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f^-eign conspiracy. I hnve no suggestions to nd:e at this ti»e 
regarding any odditionrJ investigation which should he undertaken 
by the Coimnission prior to the publication of its report. In the 
event that the members of the Corr/aiccion believe that I can con- 
tribute in any voy to tha investigation by appearing as c. witness, 
I will be available to do so at your convenience*
